Why This Study Was Made 


Four-fifths of the dependency burden of greater Washington is 
carried by the District of Columbia. As the iietropolitan area grows, 
so will the District's burden of dependency, unless the ratio of de- 
pendents to total population should decrease, 


ilost dependents in the District of Columbia are Negroes, who 
represent the majority of lower income families, This is largely 
because Negroes have been depended upon to perform the tasks of 
common labor, household service, and other lower paid and less 
secure employments, and they have im the past seldom been employed 
in the more responsible and therefore better paid jobs, 


This condition is changing, While the Negro retains a 
virtual monopoly of common labor, and of domestic service, the per- 
centage of the labor force represented by these low paid occupations 
is reduced by the mechanization of industry, of construction, of 
public service, and of the household, 


At the same time, the Negro is becoming better educated and 
better housed, his health has improved significantly, and hé is 
demonstrating his capacity to carry responsibility and to produce 
effectively, He is being accepted increasingly in employnent which 
pays better, and which is more secure, The net result if that as 
the Negro's economic status improves, his welfare needs tend to 
diminish,
